9. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A substrate cleaning method for cleaning a substrate 
by bringing a brush into contact with the substrate while rotating the same, and by 
spraying liquid droplets from a two-fluid nozzle onto the substrate, wherein 

the brush and the two-fluid nozzle are moved radially outward relative to a center 
of the substrate, while a cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle is kept nearer to the 
center of the substrate than a cleaning position of the brush, 

the cleaning position of the brush and the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle 
are moved in directions opposite to each other, 

the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle is moved radially outward to a 
periphery of the substrate relative to the center of the substrate to areas where the 
brush has been in contact with the substrate, 

a moving speed of the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle relative to the 
substrate is higher than a moving speed of the cleaning position of the brush relative to 
the substrate, and 

a difference between a distance from the center of the substrate to the cleaning 
position of the brush and a distance from the center of the substrate to the cleaning 
position of the two-fluid nozzle becomes gradually smaller, as the cleaning position of 
the brush approaches the periphery of the substrate.

15. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A medium for recording a program that allows a 
computer to execute the procedures of bringing a brush into contact with a substrate 
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while rotating the same, and spraying liquid droplets from a two-fluid nozzle onto the 
substrate, wherein 

the brush and the two-fluid nozzle are moved radially outward relative to a center 
of the substrate, while a cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle is kept nearer to the 
center of the substrate than a cleaning position of the brush, 

the cleaning position of the brush and the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle 
are moved in directions opposite to each other, 

the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle is moved radially outward to a 
periphery of the substrate relative to the center of the substrate to areas where the 
brush has been in contact with the substrate,

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a method for cleaning a substrate by bringing a brush and a 
two-fluid nozzle into contact with the substrate wherein the brush and the two-fluid 
nozzle are moved radially outward relative to a center of the substrate, while a cleaning 
position of the two-fluid nozzle is kept nearer to the center of the substrate than a 
cleaning position of the brush, a moving speed of the cleaning position of the two-fluid 
nozzle relative to the substrate is higher than a moving speed of the cleaning position of 
the brush relative to the substrate, and a difference between a distance from the center 
of the substrate to the cleaning position of the brush and a distance from the center of 
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the substrate to the cleaning position of the two-fluid nozzle becomes gradually smaller, 
as the cleaning position of the brush approaches the periphery of the substrate. 

3. In several interviews with Mr. Michael Makush on 6/10/10 and 6/16/10, the 
examiner discussed amending claims 9 and 15 to incorporate the limitations of claim 14. 
The examiner further discussed amending the claims to correct 112, second paragraph 
issues.
